III. Claims 1 7-28, drawn to power control responsive to a change in a data 
transmission rate, wherein control information is error-detection-code 
encoded, classified in class 714, subclass 807. 

IV. Claims 47-63, drawn to power control using error-detection-code encoded 
words repeated with a slot timing corresponding to a desired power control 
rate, classified in class 714, subclass 798. 
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V. Claims 29-46 and 64-71 , drawn to power control responsive to repeated 
codewords encoded with first and second encodings, classified in class 
714, subclass 798. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations l-IV have 
separate utility such as in arrangements where the encoding is a simple error-detection 
code encoding.
